Farmer Wounded by Ed 
Carpenter, Driver for the 
“Dry” Agent, and Is Ex- 
pected to Die. 


W. D. Dorsey, federal prohibition 
agent, was instantly killed, and 
Ed Carpenter slightly wounded 
on Sunday morning while de- 
stroying a still found on the prem- 
ises of John Farmer, in White coun- 
ty, near Cleveland, Ga., according to 
the information received by Internal 
Revenue Collector D. J. Gantt short- 
ly after the shooting. Farmer is in 
a serious condition in Gainesville, 
and is not expected to recover from 
the bullet wound in the stomath, 
administered by Carpenter. 

According to the tnformation re- 
ccived in Atlanta, Dorsey had asked 
Carpenter, who often serves as a 
Griver for revenue agents in this 
section, to accompany him to Farm- 
er’s house to carry on a search fora 
still. He had secured a search war- 
rant from Commissioner Dunlap in 
Gainesville. Farmer made no at- 
tempt to hinder the search, and the 
still was found in his house, it is 
stated. While Dorsey and his driver 
were inspeeting the still in the yard 
he slipped back in the house, secured 
his Winchester rifle and commenced 
shooting, officials here were in- 


formed. ) ' 
Dorsey Is Killed. 


After Dorsey had been killed 
Farmer opened fire on Carpenter, 
jnflicting a flesh wound.in the chest 
before Carpenter shot him in the 
stomach.

Bubonic Plague 
Causing Alarm 
At Pensacola 


One Man Dead of Dread 
‘Disease and the City 
Has Ordered Warfare 
“on Rats. 


Pensacola,-Fla., June 13.—Follow- 
ing the death here on Friday night 
of George Gardina, a clerk in a gen- 
eral merchandise store here, of what 
the state laboratory officials de- 
clare to have been a case of bubonic 
plague,-.a clean-up campa will be 
inaugurated in the city today and 
warfare on the rats will begin. a 

A special meeting of the city com- 
mission has been called for Monday 
morning to discuss the situation, 


and Dr. Williams, of the. United 
States marine hospital service, is on 
his way from New Orleans to take 
ch4rge of ‘the campaign. 

He is bringing with him a large 
quantity of anti-plague serum for 
use if necessary: So far the case of 
Gardina is the only ‘suspicious one 
found. According to the statement, 
Gardina attended a dance Wednes- 
day night, and was taken ill the fol- 


lowing morning, dying 24 hourg 
later. Dr. Herbert Bryan, his phy- 
sician, being suspicious, took blood: 
specimens and sent them to the state 
laboratory. On examination, it was 
found that Gardina had the plague. 
Dr. Mallory Kennedy, the port phy- 
sician, and the United States marine 
hospital authorities were notified 
immediately. and every precaution 
is being taken to prevent any ftur- 
ther spread of the disease, although 
the case is believed to have been a 
sporadic one, originating from a rat 
from a ship from some Mexican 
port. 

Public health officials already 
have started a’ survey of the city to 
localize what might be regarded as 
a dangerous area. They have de- 
termined upon a thorough extermi- 
nation of rats and will take espe- 
cial precautions to see that no ships 
tie up along the docks without prop- 

rat guards. ,. : ‘ 

Commerce from this port will not 
be interfered with, it was stated, but 
all vessels and all freight cars leav- 
ing here will be fumigated and all 
ports will be requested to erforce 
fumigation regulations on all-ships 
that arrive from Pensacola. Vessels 
that have been on the high seas 
seven or more days en route from; 
Pensacola to other ports will not 
be subject to quarantine on arrival 
at destination, according to. health 
officials here. | 

Officials here expressed confi- 
dence the plague would not attain 
alarming proportions.

The Italian forces 
opposed desperafe resistance, giving 
way only . before the superior 
strength of the enemy. The garri- 
sons of Tepeleni and Dukati capitu- 
lated but the other garriosns re- 
treated. 

News of the fall of Tepeleni and 
Dukati to the Albanians caused a 
feeling ‘of sadmess here today, as 
seventy-five officers and eight hun- 
dred men of the garrison were 
taken prisoner. 

Order Restored at Triest. 

London, June 13.—Order has been 
restored at Triest, where demonstra- 
tions were held Friday night, as a 
protest against the sending of Ital- 
ian troops to Albania, says a Milan 
dispatch to The London Times. It 
is learned that the soldiers who took 
Part in the demonstration and riot- 
ing numbered 200. Sixty of them 
are now missing.

Short-Sighted Foreign Policy. 

As regarcs the league of nations, 
which Fresident Wilson will 
to make the principal issue of the 
campaign, they contend Harding 
would tBurrender “national honor,” 
sacrifice the fruits of victory, shirk 
obligations, yield the leadership of 
the world which America might 
have had, and adopt a short-sight- 
ed foreign policy. 

Democrats consider that the 
league of nations issue is clarifieS 
by the choice of Harding, Whose 
record in the senate has shown him 
to be op 2osed to the plan brought 
back by .President Wilson. While 
Harding voted with the republican 
majority, jled by Senator ..Lodge, 
when the treaty was “under con» 
sideration in the senate, he was not 
an enthusiastic supporter of. the 
covenant even with tle modifica- 
tions proposed. 

He has charged that President 
Wilson was led by ambition during 
the peace negotiations, and that he 
missed an opportunity to dictate 
the terms under which the United 
States enter a league without sur- 
rendering its freedom of action. 
Harding referred to the “obstinacy” 
of the president as having kept 
America in a_ technical state of 
war.

T0 THE IRISH PEOPLE

“London, June 13.—No nation ever 
established its title deéds by a 
campaign of assassination. 

Great Britain, having come grim- 
ly through the slaughter of Arma- 
geddon, is certainly not going to 
be scared by the squalid scenes of 
sporadic warfare enacted across the 
channel. The British may be alien- 
ated; they may be irritated; even-. 
tually they may be infuriated—but 
they certainly are not going to be 
terrorized by such actions. 

We are told that the present 
home-rule bill is not sufficiently 
extensive in its scope. If that is 
all the complaint, the remedy would 
be easy. Let any reputable body 
of Irishmen, backed by strong elé- 


‘ments among their fellow country- 
“men, come forward and Say. 


“Tr the 
bill is broadened in these respects, 
we will help you put down the mur- 
ders and thereafter assume the re- 
A, pepsi of governing the coun- 
rv. 

Parliament would then be forced 
to meet them at once in most ear- 
nest consultation, and no one be- 
lieves that minor difficulties would 
be permitted to obstruct a prac- 
tical settlement. 

But there are, however, two 
things, and only two, that Great 
Britain can never grant for any 
Irish appeal. either violent or con- 
ciliatory. We can never concede 
the setting up of an independent 
republic, nor can we compel Ulster 
by force of arms to particivate in 
the Dublin parliament. On both 
these issues the British nation must 
stand and fight over ten vears. over 
twenty years, over a hundred years. 
time can make no difference to the 
British resolve. 

Americans waded through the 
agony of civil war, destroying a 
million lives, to preserve the vital 
integrity of the country. British 
patriotism 4g not less vigilant and 
resolute than theirs. 

The power of Irish ‘nationalism 
to inflict a mortal injury upon the 
British empire has passed definite- 
lv awav. Irishmen must realize that 
along the path of violence they will 
find nothing but increasing res'st- 
ance by a superior power. but that 
another path is at all times open 
bv which thev may conatitutional- 
Iv and speedilv obtain virtun! self- 
government.

“Under the leadership of expe- 
rienced British suffragists and Mrs. 


Catt,” delegates declared, “the alli- 
ance will go forward to greater suc- 
cesses. The acceptance of le, 8 
ued leadership by Mrs. Catt 1s one 
of the most important decisions 
made by the congress.” ° 

In the league *f nations, also, the 
conference was a unit in seeing the 
only hope for the future peace of 
the world, and, because of this hope, 
the convention issued a-call to wom- 
en throughout the worlg to use their 
influence towards the establishment 
of the iecague on a firm basis, and 
its complete sceptanes by the 
United States.

Mrs. Joseph Daniels Talks.

CHARGE IN PLATFORM 
DENIED BY BURLESON 


Postmaster General Issues 
’ Warmly Worded Statement 
on Alleged Incompetency. 


Washingtdn, June 13.—Posamaster 
General Burleson today issued a 
warmly-worded statement denying 
the charges of incompetency made 
against his department in the -Te- 
publican platform adopted at Chi- 
cago. Among the counter charges 
he hurls at his political oppornnents 
is this: ~ 

“Watch the amount of a certain 
contribution to.the republican cam- 
paign fund andit will be disclosed 
thata certain inttrest which, having 
failedto contro} or even influénce 
ad° republican congress by slimy 
falsehoods, because both sides could 
be heard, temporarily got in its 
work on the great républican or- 
ganization, where the truth could 
not be heard and apparently was 
not desired.” 

Speaking of his department’s ad- 
ministration of the telegraph and 
telephone lines, and the republican 
charges of incompetency in their 
management, the postmaster genera] 
said: 

“Immediately after the wires were 
returned, the chief executive officer 
of the telephone companies, which 
embrace 80 per cent of the tele- 
phone service in America, a great 
republican, but an honest man, who 
was recognized as’ the greatest liv- 
ing expert on wire communication 
in the world, said: ‘During the 
government control not a single or- 
der was issued which was not in 
the interest of the service.’” 

The president of a telegraph com- 
pany (a repjublican), operating ap- 
proximately 75 per cent of the tele- 


graph wires in this country, made 
similiar statements, according t» 
Burleson. : 


Refutes Charges. 

Burleson refutes chafgés which he 
said were made by insinuation in 
the tentaitve draft of the republican 
platform tothe efect that govern- 
ment control was uséd for “pooling 
patrensss- and “political espionage” 

y pointin gout that only four new 
places were created, three being 
filled by republicans and one by “au 
experienced accountant long in the 
government service, whose. politics 
is unknown.” He challenegs the re- 
publicans “to name one instance of 
even an attempt at “political es- 
pionage.” 

The statement winds mp by declar- 
ing that the only reductions of pos- 
tage during the last seven years 
were those. made by order of the 
postmaster general—this in refuta- 
tion of the republican claim that it 
reduced the cost of postage—and 
that the republican majority in con- 
gress refused to act on his recom- 
|mendation that the first-class pos- 
tage rate be reduced.

Chicago, IL, June 13.—(Special.) 
The theory behind the nomination 
of Senator Harding is that the man 
in the whtie house should not be in- 


dependent of his party leaders in 
the senate. If, in trying to be collo- 
guial, you should go so far as to say 
that the man in thg white house 
must not think he is bigger than the 
sénators, you wouldn't be far wrong. 
He can be bigger if nature has made 
him s0,and the senators won’t mid. 
The thing the senators want ‘o 
guarantee is that he shan't feel big- 
ger nor act bigger. 

f, in addition to having a man 
who is by nature disposed to seek 
cOunsel rather than act independ- 
ently, you can also create a situation 
where the president is under per- 


having given him his nomination. 

There you have, from the standpoint 

of the senators, an ideal sitaution. 
Viewpoint of Senators. 

The point of view of the senators 
who nominated Harding is that the 
balance of power of this government 
should be, not in the white house, 
but in the senate. ~ Whether you 
agree with this or not, it is an 
intelligent theory. There were 
three elements in the nomination of 
Senator Harding. The first was the 
senatorial greup ‘who had deter- 
mined to put one of themselves in 
the white house. This determina- 
tion was not based on mere ambi- 
tion to choose one of themselves, 
nor merely on personal affection for 
an intimate of theirs, as against the 
other candidates. 

It was based on the idea that the 
man in the white house should pe 
one who will more or less defer to 
the leaders of his party in the sen- 
ate. These republican leaders be- 
lieve that it is an unsound theory 
of government to have in ,t ite 
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house a man who is markedly dis- 


posed to be independent. 1ey 
think that the president of the 
United States should have the same 
relation to the leaders of his party 
in the senate that the president of 
a corpordtion has to his board of 
directors. They think the president 
should be a man who, in large 
matters of policy, adopts what is 
decided upon by the board of direc- 
tors, and always works with the 
sense of responsibility to them as 
the final source of power. * 


Believe in Group Government. 


These republican leaders believe 
that the final source of responsi- 
bility should be not an individual, 
but a group. That is their theory 
of government, and they believe 
that is what was meant by the 
founders of the constitution. Thosy 
think that the president should not 
send legislation to congress to be 
passed, but that congress should 
send legislation to the president to 
be signed. You may agree with 
this theory or not, but it is at 
least an intelligent and tenable 
theory. That is what was at the 
bottom of Harding’s nomination. 

In terms of individuals, the sena- 
tors who probably had most to do 
with it were Senators Smoot, of 
Utah, and New, of diana. While 
these two men mayp be named as 
playing leading parts? it is also true 
that practically every one of the 
old guard senators took part in it 
Or assentod to it. Senator Wads- 
worth, of New York, was an espe- 
cially important cog in carrying 
out the plan. It was his New York 
delegation that provided the large 
number of fluid delegates who 
could be fed out to Lowden graéd- 
ually in order to ‘push Lowden 
ahead of Wood, and thus put Wood 
out in the early part of the con- 
vention. 


Incident of Practical 


The second element that con- 
tributed to Harding's nomination 
has little to do with theory or pol- 
icy, but was an incident of prac- 
tical politics. It was a perfectly 
ealtinate thing and was managed 
with such technical skill as must 
command the admiration of any 
one whose interests were not in- 
jured by its operation. The chief 
figure in this part was an old-time 
politician from Indiana, Joseph B. 
Kealing. Kealing, together with a 
number of other old guard ooliti- 
cians, had surveyed the delegates 
all over the country. He had found 
among them about 200 who were 
uninstructed and unpledged and 
had no marked personal affilia- 
tions. Kealing and his associates, 
long before the convention met, 
had drawn these delegates into a 
loosely compact group. 

Their agreement d‘d not look to 
any candidate and dii not go far- 
ther than merely an understanding 
to act together under a common 
leadership when the convention 
should meet. It was this group of 
fluid delegates that made possible 
that manipulation of «votes from 
place to place during the early bal- 
lots which was so essential to the 
success of the senatorial group 
when the convention met and the 
senators took charge. ; : 


Daugherty’s Great Work. 


The third element in the nomi- 
nation of Harding was a pure case 
of personality. It’ was an Ohio 
politician, Harry Daugherty. Daugh- 
erty was Harding's campaign man- 
ager, and it was sheer brains and 


Polities. 


pulled Harding through handicaps 
and misadventure which wouid 
have killed off any other candidate 
months ago, and which every ob- 
server believed had killed Harding 
off. It was Daugherty who, togeth- 
er with the aia tors. originally per- 
suaded Hard to get in the race 
in order to stop Wood’s momentum 
last December. It was Daugherty 
that persuaded Harding to remain 
in the race on occasion after oc- 
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easion when Harding had lost his 
taste for it and wanted to with- 
draw. It was Daugherty who came 
to Washington time upon time to 
stiffen the senators up after they 
had ceased to believe the plan could 
be carried out. Daugherty is an 
able and masterful person with a 
natural gift for politics, and great 
determination and capacity for un- 
tiring work. Whether you like 
Daugherty or not, take off yvur 
hat to a man who can put things 
through. 
Exposures Hurt Wood and Lowden. 
These three élements combined to 
name Harding. But there was one 
other thing. The plan never could 
have been put through but for the 
campaign fund disclosures affect- 
ing Wood and Lowden. Lacking 
that incident it would not have been 
possible te put through so thor- 
}ough-going defiance of the results 
of the primaries. In fact, the sen- 
atorial group which first planned 
the Harding nomination later gave 
it up because of the failure of Har- 
ding in the Ohio primaries, and the 
successes of Wood and Lowden. But 
the campign fund disclosures 
brought the opportunity »ack and 
gave them their  eleventh-hour 
chance to put through the Harding 
coup. 


POLITICAL EYES 
ON BUCKEYE STATE 
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of both by the democrats. The 
states are, first, Ohio, which in the 
national campaigns republicans have 
lost has gone democratic. The sec- 
ond state is New York, which al- 
ways is doubtful. 

To get the’ strongest possible 
movement under way in these two 
major battlefields, Charlie Hilles, 
national committeeman from New 
York, a native of Ohio and Taft’s 
manager in 1912, will be chairman 
of a subcommittee of the national 
committee, to stake out Harding's 
campaign. 

The third state is California. 
California went democratic in 1916 
because of the influence of Hiram 
Johnson. Johnson is no happier 
this year than he was after the 
convention in 1916. “What will he 
do?” is a question asked by the 
republican leaders. Especially do 
they wonder what he will do in 
California. Johnson’s friends and 
Johnson himself hve intimated 
frequently that unless he were 
nominated a continuation of the 
democratic party in power was 
possible, 

The Fourth Fighting State. 

The fourth fighting state will be 
Massachusetts, stronghold of Irish 
democrats, and always a doubtful 
state. The nomination of Coolidge 
was agreed upon from the first for 
its pulling power in this state. 

Finally theré is Indiana, which 
has a tremendous industrial vote, 
and is a live “Roosevelt progres- 
sive” stronghold. In the primaries 
held in this state Wood and John- 
son polled the big votes. Johnson 
sweeping the industrial centers, 
Harding ran far behind all of the 
other conten4@ers. 

And there also are many who 
believe that the split in the re- 
publican ranks of Illinois caused 
by the fight between Lowden and 
Mayor Thompson, of Chicago, nay 
bring Tllinois-:into the doubtful col- 
umn this year. Thompson bolted 
the convention and his forces sup- 
ported Johnson. Lowden has come 
out strongly for Harding. and in 
the window of his deserted head- 
quarters Sunday there hung _ the 
following sign: “We are for Harm

Harding, of Ohio, republican presi- 
dential nominee, from Chicago to 
Washington, was delayed more than 
an hour en route, but the crowd of 
republican leaders and friends which 
had gathered at the union station 
tonight to greet him, faced the de- 
lay without abatement of enth- 
siasm. 

The Boy Scout band, of Oil City, 
Pa., which was selected as the offi- 
cial band to meet the nominee, 
reached the station early and under- 
took to entertain the crowd there 
with popular airs, but terminal of- 
ficials objected on the ground that 
this would inconvenience occupants 
of sleeping cars on nearby tracks.

Either Father| 


Or a Husband 
Killed Elwell 


Police Convinced Turf- 
man and Whist Expert 
Was Murdered About a 


Woman. 


New York, June 13.—The theory 
of suicide was virtually abandoned 
by the police tonight in the myste- 
rious death of Joseph B. Elwell, 
wealthy turfman and noted whist 
authority, who was found in his 
home last Friday with a bullet 
wound in his head. Insistence of 
many of the sportsman’s friends 
that jealousy may have played an 
important part in the supposed 
murder stirred the twenty-five de- 


tectives on the case to renewed ac- 
tivity in tracing his women ac- 
quaintances, and men with whom 
he played bridge for high stakes. 
A thorough search of the house 
failed to produce the slightest clue, 
not even a finger print, Police Cap- 
tain Walsh said. 

Assistant District Attorney John 
E. Joyce today belittled the report 
that women friends of the dead 
man had keys to his home. He 
said the statement originally at- 
tributed to Elwell’s chauffeur was 
absurd, as there were only two 
keys, one held oy the housekeeper 
and the other by Mr. Elwell. 

Two Women Questioned. 

Several additional persons who 
knew the whist expert were ques- 
tioned at the Elwell home today. 
among them Countess S. de Szinaw- 
ska, and her sister, Mrs. L. Hardy. 
Neither would discuss the case. 

According to Assistant District 
Attorney Joyce, the sisters, who 
were born in Poland, met the turf- 
man in Carlsbad, Bohemia, early in 
the war, while at the watering 
place with members of their fam- 
ily. The two women. left Carlsbad 
in September, 1914, and came to 
New York, where they have lived 
since. A short time later, Mr. 
Joyce said, Elwell returned to 
America. 

The countess and her sister ad- 
mitted, the assistant district at- 
torney stated, that their friendship 
with Elwell was broken after they 
heard he had made a remark asso- 
clating them with German inter- 
ests. This resulted, Mr. Joyce said, 
in the detention of the countess as 
an enemy alien two years ago. 

Their friendship was never fre- 
sumed, they said, although Elwell 
had gone to Weshington and had 
straightened out the affair as far 
as he was concerned. Both told 
Mr. Joyce they had not seen El- 
well for a year prior to his death. 
The countess denied she had ever 
entered the Elwell home, but her 
Sister admitted she had visited the 
house on one occasion. 

Milled by Father or Huxband. 

Some of the turfmen’s friends ad- 
vance the theory that he had been 
Killed by a “father or a husband.” 

It was learned that the day be- 
fore his death Elwell sold one if 
This race horses to G. C. Winfrey, 


\ formerly a trainer in his employe, 


for $5,600. He received the pay- 
mént in cagh. 

Every taxicab driver in the dis- 
trict from Forty-second street to 
West Seventieth street, where Mr. 
Elwell lived, has been questioned 
by detectives in an effort to find 
the cab in which he may have been 
drivén to his home early Friday 
morning. The police are investi- 
gating a report that Elwell was 
seen in a cabaret after leaving 
friends with whom he had attend- 
ed a theater party Thursday night. 
“In all my twenty-five years’ serv- 
ice in the detective bureau,” said 
Captain Walsh, who is directing 
the hunt for the murderer, “I have 
nevér known a more baffling ca->.” 
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Pdlice suspicion tontght was con | 
centrated on tt.o club men, both ac- 
quaintances of Elwell. One of them, 
the, police said, had left the city 
when detectives called at his apart- 
ment. According to the police, the 
missing man had made arrange- 
ments for his Geparture the day be- 
fore the murder and had left about 
the time Elwell was killed.
